1.0 Short title and commencement.—1,1 '[hom 
rules may be called the All India Council for Tech¬ 
nical Education (Procedure to be followed b|/ the 
Members in the Discharge of their functions) Rules. 
1992. 


1.2 They shall come into force on he date of thein 
publication in the Official Ga/ette. 

2.0 Definitions:—bln these rules, unless the con¬ 
text otherwise requires — 

2.1 “Chairman” means the Chairman of the 
Council. 

2.2 “Secretary” means th e Member—secretary 
of the Council.

5.0 Meetings:^—5.1 A member shall attend all 
the meetings of the Council, save where a leave of 
absence has been granted fc|/ the Chairman in. writ¬ 
ing, and sign the attendance register kept in Itho 
meetings. 

5.2 A A member shall have the right to vote on 
any issue arising in the meeting 

5.3 A member shall acknowledge the receipt of 
the Agenda proceedings of all the meetings of the 
Council. 

6.0 Business of the Council:- -6.1 A member shall

RULES FOR INSPECTION OF TECHNICAL 

INSTITUTIONS AND UNIVERSITIES. 

S.O. 610(E).—In exercise ot the powers conferred 
by clause (b) of Sub-section (2) of Section 22 of the 
All India Council for Technical Education Act, 1987 
(52 of 1987), the Central Government hereh|/ makes 
the following rules, namely:— 

1,0 Short title and commencement.-—-1.1 These 
rules may be called the All India Council for Techni¬ 
cal Education (Inspection of Technical Institutions and 
Universities) Rules, 1992. 

1.2 They shall coinc into force on the date of their 
publica'ion in the Official Gazette. 

2.'J Definitions.—In these rules, unless the context 
otherwise requires— 

2.1 “academic year” means the academic year 
of the respective 'echnical institution or the 
University, as the case may be. 

2.2 ‘'financial year” means the year commencing 
from the 1st April and ending on the 31st 
March of 'lie following calendar year. 
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2.3 AH such words and expressions used in these 
rules but not defined herein though defined 
in the All India Council for Technical Edu¬ 
cation Act, 1987 shall have the meanings 
respectively assigned to them in that Act. 

3,0 Appointment of AICTE Inspection Com¬ 
mittee.—The Council may appoint an AICTE 
Inspection Committee whenever it considers necessary, 
consisting of such persons as it may decide in each 
case and subject to the provisions of Rule 6.0 of 
thdse Rules, to examine and report on the financial 
needs of a technical institution or a University or 
standards of leaching, examination and research. 

4.0 Questionnaire to be supplied.—4.1 Before the 
AICTE Inspection Committee inspects a technical 
Institution or a University, the Council shall send to 
the Head of the technical institution or the Vice- 
Chancellor of the University a questionnaire seeking 
information on relevant matters* relating to the techni¬ 
cal institution or department of the University to be 
inspected. 

4.2 Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule 

4.1 above, the Council may collect any other informa- 
ti6n Covered under the questionnaire and the technical 
institution or the University, as the case may be, shall 
bi bound to render aU necessary help in providing 
the inormation. 

4.3 The Council shall allow a reasonable period 
for supplying information called for under sub-rules 

4.1 and 4.2. 

5.0 Communication of the date of inspection.—- 
After Teceipt of the information under Rule 4.0 of 


these Rules, the Council shall fix a date for inspection 
by the AICTE Inspection Committee and communi¬ 
cate the same to the Head of the technical institution 
or the Vice-Chancellor of University concerned. 

6.0 Technical Institution or University to be 
associated.—The technical institution or the Univer¬ 
sity, as tiie case may be, shall be associated with 
inspection in the following manner, namely :— 

6.1 The technical institution or the University 
concerned shall nominate one representative 
on the AICTE Inspection Committee who 
shaU be the Head of the Institution, the 
Vice-Chancellor of the University or any 
other officer or teacher of the technical 
Institution or the concerned department of 
die University; 

6.2 The representative of the technical institu¬ 
tion or the University shall be associated 
with the inspection for such time and in 
such manner as may be determined by the 
AICTE Inspection Committee; 

6.3 In carrying out the inspection, the AICTE 
Inspection Committee may have discussions 
with such officers and teachers and other 
members of the departments or institution 
to be inspected, as may be considered 
necessary by the Committee. 

7.0 Report to the Council —As soon as possible 
after inspections, the Committee shall report ita 
findings to the Council.
